The bill differs from
vetoed by the president principally
in the duty assessed on raw wool.
The house bill carried 20 per cent,
but after the conference the house
leaders yielded and the bill as finally
passed, carried a 29 per cent duty on
raw wool.

Combed wools, 25 per cent.

Yarns, wholly or in part of wool,
30 per cent.

Knit fabries, felts not woven and
manufactures of wool, 40 per cent,

Blankets and flannels, valued
above 50 cents a pound, 45 per cent.

Women's and children’s dress
goods, etc., 45 per cent,

Ready made clothing, 45 per cent.

Webbings, bandings, beltings,
braids, ete., 35 per cent.

Carpets 40, 35 and 30 per cent,
according to grade.
